If the “legal-tender acts” be declared 
unconstitutional it will at once depress 
“greenbecks” end enkance “coin” to ruim- 
ous rates. By the term “greenbecks” we 
for convenience mclude the “national- 
bank currency,” it being convertible into 
greenbacks. For the last few years coin has 
been retired from circulation, having be- 
come an article of merchandize or traffic 
instead of a “medium of exchange,” and 
“greenbacks,” in virtue of the “legal 
tender acts.” have been the “mediam of 
exchange,” and the measure of value 
among us. State banks have retired their 
circulation; and the only medium of ex- 
change and measure of value we have had 
and now have is “greenbacks.” “Green- 
backs” are the current medium wholty ia 
virtue of the “legal-tender acts.” Take 
from them the quality of legal tender and 
they cease to be currency; they no longer 
measure value, but become a commodiiy, 
like bonds or other Government securities
